THE ORDINANCE 
\ 


THE-committee which was appointed to 


draft a liquor ordinance for submission to 
the voters next April today presents its 
work to the public. The committee has 
advised with a great many citizens, repre- 
senting every shade of opinion, and with 
the aid of competent legal counsel has 


«sought to formulate an ordinance which, if 
adopted, will prove genuinely effective in 
regulating the liquor traffic along wise and 
conservative lines and reducing the evils 
incident thereto to the lowest practicable 
minimum. Its members believe that they 
have succeeded-in attaining this object. 


The Hquor law now in effect is not 


merely \ state statute, but is also a local 
ordinance, having been adopted as such by 
the Council October n, 1909. The pro- 
posed ordinance Is, therefore, submitted 
under the Initiative provision of the Char- 
ter as an amendment to the present ordi- 
nance. If the people at the April election 
decide to rescind the action which created 
this "anti-saloon territory," and at the 
same time fail to enact the amended ordi- 
nance now proposed, the effect will be a 
continuance of prohibition law, exactly as 
at present Therefore, the two proposals 
revocation of the prohibition law and the ' 
adoption of this ordinance must stand or 
fall together. The reversal of the vote of 
two years ago would not in itself establish 
the license system; it must be accompa- 
nied by a vote to enact the ordinance now 
presented. 


The salient points of the ordinance are 


explained- in the letter addressed to Mr. 
Henry C Hall, and published, with the 
ordinance, in today's Gazette. The framers 
of the ordinance have inserted numerous 
provisions tending to guarantee the respon- 
sibility of the .licensee with the object of 
reducing the liability of violations. 
For- 


instance, it is provided, with respect to 
druggists, that a licensee "shall satisfy the 
Council that he owns fixtures worth not 
less than #800, and drugs and druggists^ 
sundries, exclusive of intoxicating liquor, 
worth not less than $3,500, which * * * 
shall be on the premises." Thfs will pre- 
vent the establishment of pseudo-drug 
stores, such as existed under the old ordi- 
nance, which possess very little stock ex- 
cept liquor. 


The druggists' license fee is fixed at 


$1,200 a year and cash bond of $300 must 
be deposited with the application for a 
•license as a guarantee against violation. 
The number of druggists' licenses is fixed at 
one for every 2,000 of the population, as 
determined by the last preceding federal 
census, so there cannot, wjthin the next ten 
years, be more than fourteen licensed drug 
stores in the city. No license can be 
granted to a drug store located within 250 
feet of the grounds of any public or 
parochial school,- public playground; or of 
Colorado College. 


The Council may revoke any license at 


its discretion without giving any reason 
therefor, and a license is ipso facto re- 
voked on conviction of violation of any, 
provision of the ordinance. Revocation of' 
a license ruth against both the licensee and 
the land where he does business for two 
years from date of revocation. In order to 
prevent hasty consideration of applications 
for license by the Council it is provided that 
the terms of licenses expire at intervals of 
two weeks, and Can only be considered one 
at a time. 


HOI I-IS, 
CLUBS AND 
PENALTIES, 


Hotels are licensed only 
to seljtand serve liquor 
to guests at meals, ex- 
cept on Sundays. Li- 
censes can be issued only 


to hotels with at least 75 bedrooms a 
provision to insure the responsibility of the 
licensee and prevent small, disreputable 
rooming houses securing licenses under the 
guise of hotels. Licences can also be issued 
to bona fide social clubs regularly incorpo- 
rated and in active operation continuously 
for <i\ c years, and to clubs maintained by 
{he local lod^e of a national fraternal 
order. 


S'rh£eiit penalties are prcn ided. For the 


first cffense there ii a fine of fr«m Si00 to 


$20Q_orJmprisonmertt for not less than 
ten or more than thirty days, or both, in 
the discretion of the court. 
For subse- 


quent offenses there is a fine of from $200 
to $300 and imprisonment of from thirty to 
ninety days. These penalties apply in all 
cases except for the offense of drinking in 
streets, alleys, etc, which, obviously, does 
not require such drastic punishment 


The Gazette believes that this is the 


best liquor ordinance that has ever been 


. submitted to the people of Colorado 
Springs. It ought to be, and we believe 
will be, adopted, because it will appeal to 
the sober commonsense of the great mass 
of people who are not extremists of one 
kind or the other/ who do not believe either 
in prohibition or in unrestricted liquor sell- 
ing, but who do believe most emphatically 
in sane regulation.

SEWERS AND PAVING. 


EVERY snow or rain that covers the 


streets with mud, every heavy wind that 
fills the air with dust,' is a reminder that, 
although the paving question is all -but 
settled, paving itself is net yet an accom- 
plished fact. Contemplation of the busi- 
ness streets in their present condition would 
be enough to excite the ire of the most pa- 
tient citizen if it were not for the pleasant 
reflection that the work is being expedited 
as much as is possible.. 


The progress of the paving movement 


has been marked by aggravating delays, but 
in recent months these have been due to the 
necessity of making proper preparations. It 
would have been the height of folly to pave 
the streets without first building storm 
sewers and making sure that the sanitary 
sewers, water and other pipes were in good 
condition. Already the Council has let the 
contract for the storm sewer, and bids on 
the reconstruction of the sanitary sewers in 
the business district have been advertised 
for. 


It will be an easy matter to finish all of 


this construction work before summer, or 
at least before the actual beginning of the 
tourist season, but it is extremely doubtful 
whether the paving could also be com- 
pleted in that time. Everybody is anxious 
to have it done, and if the Council can find 
a way to push the thing through before the 
first of August it will earn the gratitude of 
a long-suffering public.

The Playwright Who Take* • Prominent Figure in 


History for Dramatic Purpo»w InvlUs Danger.

HE PLAYWRIGHT who takea a prominent 
figure In history as the 'pivot around 
which to build a play, embarks on a peril- 
ous adventure. First he. has to choose the 
method ho considers more suitable for his 
purpose. There ate two. EUher he can 
present his heroes he aeura'ly \»-"«, or he 
ran present him 'as be ought to have been.

\\e know a single historical personage a« ho 


•ictually was. Do we know anybody— our cloBeat friend 
as he actually is ' Do w« know ourselves as ^e actually 
are'.' Has not Mr. iiangwiU shown there are six of us, 
and might ho not ha\c extended the number indefinitely? 


jerhaps Mr. Pepys is the only figure in history w» 


really know pretty Intimately, and «ven ho was a much 
greater man than he says. Tho playwright who presented 
Pepyx as a good natured gossip, a jealous husband, a, 
d.ibbl*r In music and the arts, and «• rather salacious 
gadabout, would be doing him a gray* injustice. On the 
other hand. If you showed him merely as a steady church- 
goer, an earnestly religious man, a serious civil sen-ant. 
a grave scholar, and an art collector and bibliophile of 
refined taste, you would bo doing him less tb«n Justice: 
But supposing you made him the central figure of a play, 
>ou must almost necessarily choose between these vienS. 
The public is an enormous ostrich. Jt hides its head In 
the sand of Idealism and refuses to see all round « char- ' 
*cter. 
It would not for one moment allow either '<*«»t 


Pepys. the great natal administrator, could bo a n^, or 
th*t Pepjs, the rake, could be a great naval administrator. 


For fctage purposes >ou must paint yo*ir characters 


hlick. or you must paint them white. Gray won't do, be- 
cause the audience cannot and will not, under any clr- 
cumsunces, see gray. This Is the mala difficulty In deal- 
ing with a historical figure. They all have a way of being 
many-sided, which breaks the dramatist's heart. I hato 
talk-in? scandal about Queen Elizabeth, but what claims 
had she to be called the Virgin Queen? Did Mary Stuart 
commit the crimcs*sbo is charged with? If she did not. 
she sinks at once to the level of a lachrymose Ingeuuo 
In white mutilin; but If she. did, I dare not make a heroine 
of ho-. 


The only complete and satisfactory historical heroine 


r know of is Joan of Arc. She made mistakes, but mis- 
takes are easily forgiven, and she was put to death before 
she had the chance, of spoiling anything by injudiciously 
marrying the barber. We are only concerned with one 
\ear of her short life, and in that year' she was all tho 
time doing and saying exactly the right thing. In that 
\f.ir. too, every word she spoke was carefully recorded, 
md has been handed down U> us by witnesses under 
lath, so that half the playwright's work Is done for him; 
he has only to set down Joan's own words, which are 
much more to the point than any words he could invent; 
certainly far more to the point than the longwtnded 
rhadomontades Schiller has put into the poor little in- 
spired peasant girl's mouth. 


I hold that the playwright bhould not actually falsify 


history. By this T do not mean mere juggling with dates- 
He is entitled to Juggle with dates as much as he likes. 
Dates are nuisances. It does not, for dramatic purposes, i 
matter one lota whether an event Is placed iu one year 
<»r another, as long as it Is an interesting event whenever 
it does happen. But the hero or heroine should not be 
disfigured put of all knowledge. Xor should he or she be 
presented 'with unnecessary frankness. 
Whefcforo we 


must choose our character with circumspection, or chooso 
merely alt episode In hla life. In which the more obiectUm-: 
able stdo of his personality does not come to' light. 


That Is why Nelson is such a stumbling block to the 


historical dramatist 
i<sidy Hamilton and her husband 


pervade the atmosphere; you cannot pretend you don't 
'see them. There they are; and they" are not very nice- 
more especially the husband. Eliminate Lady Hamilton, 
and the human side of Nelson vanishes. Keep her in, and 
your audience will wcltr out of the theater, outraged in 
all their finest feelings, which Is not what you want them 
to do.

TIIK VIOLIN 


By ELBERT HUBBARD. 


There ia no nation eo far'advanced, nor savage tribe sunk so low, that it 


does not produce music. 


And no tribe has ever been found that did not make music by stretching 


strings on wood and then vibrating them. 


The principle is as old as m«n. and older far than history. Every child 


makes the discovery for himself that a string drawn 
tight will "stag," and the thought of producing a 
musical Instrument in this way doubtless originated 
with the hunter who t**nged his bow. 


In Africa, Stanley noticed that his guides, who 


were armed with bows and arrows, would 'strike Ihe 
strings, one man after another, so as to produce a 
weird sort of music, and this music acted as a rest 
to tho nerves on a long march. 


Who tho man was t*at thought of placing a sound- 


ing board behind the strings and added tho bridge and 
suggested strands of horsehair as a vibrator, are 
questions that are shrouded in mystery. Doubtless 
ho waa regarded as an infidel and destroyer of the 
faith in thus seeking to improve on a good thing. 
Yet it took-a good many men and a great many years 
to work these changes. But now most of the swords 


' have been beaten into plowshares, and spears into 


pmnlng hooks, and the deadly bow be» transformed 


into a musical Instrument that snoots sw«et sounds into tho listener's 


heart. 


There are In eminence manuscripts which show drawings of a musical 


tnsliuiuent cMled m rebec, used by the monks in the sixth century. The rebec 
V* A bridge, a tailpiece, screws used for tightening the strings and a sound 
»orrt. 


Some of these instruments had but two strings and some twenty, and were 


manipulated first by a genuine hunter's bow. In fact, the baps viol and the 
bow t*at used to play It is a combination which goes back to the very dawn 
•f morning. 
' 


Tho *>»T> was at first only a warrior's bow with a few strings added. And 


several conturlM before the birth of Christ, they told of harps with a thousand 
strings, which gentle fiction was doubtless based on the idea that the more 
sttlngs yon have the finer the music; but this is an en or in judgment, for the 
violin reached perfection with four strings, and when three of these broke 
Paganlni went right ahead and produced ravishing music on one. 


From the h»rp, the sitings of which were picked by the fingers, or smitten 


with tho h»na, arose a K>oat number of similar stringed InaUuments; and these 


evolved into tho "claver" or clavichord; then the harpsichord, and 


finally the g<nnd piano.

Musical savants have recently told us that the modern piano represents 


the acme of skill, and human ingenuity can go no further. But we remember 
that Sebastian Bach made a similar remark two hundred years ago concerning 
the clavichord, and as the varnish is hardly dry on tho bejt piano wo can 
afford to simply enjoy the music, and wait 


But not so with the violin. The pfrno and violin trace back to a common 


parent, yet they belong to different f«««Illes.

A Theoretical Point. 


On the other .hand Monselgneur 


Merry Del Val says Vatican is far from 
being intransigeant Jt does not set Its 
back up and refuse to discuss the re- 
strictions of the religious communities 
in Sjjaln. But the Vatincan claims a 
twofold right to be heard on this ques- 
tion. First, It claims a voice by di- 
vine right In matter pertaining to re- 
llgloug congregations; for they ar» 
part of the organism of the church. 
Secondly, it claims',a'voice by legal 
right because of the concordat signed 
&y Spain and by the holy ace, .The 
concordat provides that disputed ques- 
tions In which church and state are 


interested .should be settled by mutual 
understanding.

Del Val says that (tenor Cahalejas by 
taking a unilateral decision, in other 
words in not consulting Rome, has 
simply violated the concordat.

Cardinal Merry del Val notified-the 


Spanish government that th* Vaticfcn 
was ready to make concessions, 'such 
as suppressing the smaller religious

arose, 
preventing 
foreigners 
from 


founding now orders unless they be- 
come naturalised, and Imposing the 
usual taxes of the country upon re- 
ligious communities. In fact the Vat- 
ican showed a disposition to grant 
even more than the prime minister 
asked. But M. Canalejas seems-to bar* 
had his mind made up to settle th tit 
questions without reference to th* 
Vatican. The -prime minister is • 
strong man, and bla action is for po- 
litical effect In view of the fact that 
the 'concordat is a bilateral, contract, 
the one-sided treatment by M. Cana- 
lejas is not ethically defensible. ' ' 


Finally, there looms up largely upon 


the .horizon the great question of sep- 
aration of the church and state. For 
the present M. Canalejas seeks, merely 
a modification of the concordat But 
the question of separation is rare to 
come. 
All republicans, all socialists 


and some liberals are now clamoring 
for It -If a loyal separation were of- 
fered the '• holy see would not refuse. 
A case in. point is the separation ot 
church and state in Brazil. 


Separating Church and State. 


But a separation .which does 
not 


separate, such as that passed In 
France, where the property 
ff 
th» 


church has been confiscated, would 
of course bo rejected. 
The French 


prime minister of that day promised 
to pay old-age pensions from the 
proceeds 
of church property. The 


property has been sold, old-age pen- 
sions are paid by the taxpayers, some 
receivers have grown rich, some have 
decamped, some are in jail. 
• Subject to the following conditions 
the Vatican would not refuse separa- 
tion. 


1.. That the 
Spanish 
government 


give to the church Its property and the 
free administration thereof, as in the 
.United States. 


2. That the Spanish government 


do not 
• Interfere 
in the choice 
or 


bishops, and that it abstain from the 
interior administration of the .church 
as in the United States. 


A chief difficulty against separation 


Is an economic one. Should bucn a 
law be passed, the church will ask a 
large Indemnity. 
For 
the 
budget 


which sustains the state'-church in 
Spain belongs to it not as a privilege, 
but as a right As already explained, 
the reason of this la that it is com- 
pensation for church property confis- 
cated in the distant past.

mon is known to the police or the de- 
tective agencies. It is commoner than 
pocket-picking and not much more ex- 
ceptional than intoxication. So com- 
mon is it that in some cities there is 
'a squad, working the usual number of 
hours per day; known as the "Disap- 
pearance; Squad," and beaded by a po- 
lice lieutenant It consists of a group 
of men who work dally on the cases of 
mysterious disappearances. 


So -common Is It that the Plnkerton 


Detective agency keeps a collection of 
scraps on "missing personp." Looking 
over its collection, ono Is forced to the 
conclusion that somebody disappears 
every day. It must bo remembered, 
too, that this collection includes only 
cases where there Is something suf- 
ficiently Interesting about the disap- 
pearance to get It in'the newspapers. 


So comon is It that whenever some 


dismembered body Is found In a river 
or a trunk, scores of people shoot up 
all over the country, identifying the 
body as that of their lost daughter or 
sister, who. up to that time, nobody 
knew had disappeared.

Two'hundred and twenty-two years a«o toduy, in the 


banquet room nt old Whitehall, the.parliament of England 
presented to the Prince and Princess of Orange the -im- 
mortal Declaration of Rights, thereby making the thirteenth 
of Ffiliruary an ever sacred date in the calendar, a day to 
he lower venerated by lovers of liberty the world over. 


Thr people'of EriKland had had Magna Charta for four 


hundred ;ind seventy-five years, but time, and again had 
they scon the great charter violated, by their kings. H was 
shamefully iKMore<l by Charles; and James manifested no 
scintilla of respect for It; and now that the last of the 
Stuarts was out of the way and they were about to pro- 
claim a new king, the people were determined that .they 
would have ,-i fair and square understanding with him con- 
cerning mutters and things In general and'the great charter 
in jmrticular. 


And so. when the two houses, representing the coun- 


try, met William nnd Mary in Whitehall, they told them, 
without miuclng matters In the least. Just what they wanted 
nnd were determined to have. Reminding their majesties of 


f.i>liion in which Charles, James nnd others had treated them, 
Inn it mi the fnot that henceforth the monarch had to respect

There was a famous case of that sort 


In New England about 13 years ago, 
when the body of a murder victim was 
positively identified by all her family 
as that of Grace Marian Perkins. 'No- 
body outside of the family had known 
that Miss Perkins had 
disappeared. 


The preparations for the funeral had 
all been made when Miss Perkins 
turned -up. Her disappearance had been 
due to a love affair: she was bitterly 
angry with her parents for rushing Into 
print and advertising her escapade all 
over the world; but a wedding was the 
result, so it may be said that this waji 
one of the cases that ended happily. 
. Doubtless many people, unfamiliar 
with the commonness of mysterious dis- 
appearances, blamed the police for their 
readiness to abandon the search for 
Dorothy Arnold of New York. It wasn't 
cynicism; it was experience. The. pub- 
lic, knowing nothing about the dis- 
appearance industry except when some 
sensational case like that of Miss Arn- 
old forces It on their attention, is ut- 
terly unaware of the frequency, of such 
cases and of the fact that their origin 
has be»n reduced nearly to a'sclence. 
. It <s hardly too much to say that an 
experienced detective can tell in 24 
hours whether a given case of disap- 
pearance presents any real elements 
of mystery or whether it falls In the 
category of severaj well-known causes 
presenting no elements of mystery 
•whatever.

Common Causes. 


In the first places, the great majority 


of disappearance cases cu.n be ascer- 
tained In a day to bo ..the- result -of busi- 
ness crookedneKs. A man who cannot 
pay his debts or who has been taking 
flights with the firm's money usually 
tlnds it safest to disappear before the 
trash comes. 
Eliminating 
till?, 
the 


most common cause of disappearance. 
there are such cases as that, of tho 
half-crazy person who wanders away 
from home or 
from 
a 
sanatorium. 


There' aro other common and well- 
known cauMs of disappearance, and in 
nearly every case the dctcctlvex know 
in maybe an hour or two just what the 
cause -is and have nothing to except 
to watch the likeliest pl»cts for the 
missing person to appear In. 


But these do not come under the head 


of "mysterious" diMUiiprHranc^!*. Aftce 
embezzlement nnd infinity IIHVR boon

"What would you do. if the relative

down on it the causes of disappearance 
which a person in his business finds to 
be most, common. This was the order 
In which he wrote them: 


Class A.—Love; family trouble! 
Class B.—A romantic disposition. 
Class C—Temporary insanity; self-

Class K—Aphasia. 
Class F.—Kidnaping.

After having had enough drinks 
to get him"In a similar state, nothing 
seemed more reasonable to him than to

Case of Policeman Judge. 


The atrungcKt case in the annals of 


the police department Is that of Police- 
man Judge. Every detective will tell 
you that,nothing like it has ever been 
known. Probably, If the secret-over 
becornes known, tho c.me will turn out 
to be quite ordinary, but as a myatery 
It haa' never been approachc-d. 


Jamc-s J. Judarc of a New York pre- 


cinct disappeared on tho night of De- 
comber 2, 1910. H«: wag in full uni- 
form; he had Just drawn his pay; he 
WHS a sober and respectable man. The 
last scon of him was in a jwloon In 
New York, where he took two drinks 
of whisky. He left there to .go homo 
and was never seen again. 


He wan'a married'man \vlth a family 


and hud no bad habit*. One ot the 
theories 
r>n which 
the. 
detectives 


worked was that, as the taxlcab strike 


on at the time, some sympathiser 


might have waylaid Judge. He had 
been on duty during the strike along 
East Twenty-seventh street. The prac- 
tical Impossibility of killing a big po- 
liceman in full uniform without' some 
trace of the crime being left put an end 
to that theory. If Judge had volun- 
tarily gone away it was a practical im- 
possibility for him to do It in uniform- 
Every circumstance connected with the 
disappearance made .such a theory un- 
tenable. He was a man sis feet high 
and 'striking in appearance. It is a* 
strange a msystery as has ever been 
known either to the New York police 
or the private detectives, • The hos- 
pitals and rivers were sfau-h<Ml with- 
out result. Judge vanished from ,the 
face of the earth as if he had never 
lived. 


On March 13,1907. Albion Davis Pike 


disappeared from Harvard university. 
H* came from /Lubev. Maine, and was 
31 years of age. He wan a good-look- 
ing boy and; woll-dressed. There was 
no mystery about the cau^e of Ills din- 
appearance, which, wan that his pro-' 
fef-sors had 'made unfavorable criti- 
cisms on his class work, and 
that 


these had'preyed on the young man's 
mln/1. Of course, the police theory wuw, 
suicide. Nevertheless, no irate of him 
'was ever found. The dlsappearanee- 
of a .handsome young man, dressed In 
the height of fashion, iv one of the 
least probable- things .In police annals, 
but that is Just what Pike did. He-did 
not smoke, drink, or associate with dis- 
solute characters. The best RUCW ax 
to what became of h)m that any dc- 
•tcctlvc van give today IB that he may 
have changed his identity and burled 
himself In some western or :southern 
town. Ev*n-thls theory I* somewhat 
discredited by the fact that Pike wa* 
notably fond of his parents; that they I 
am broken-hearted over hi* disappear- 
ance, and that it is hardly conceiv- 
able that he would «tay away HO many 
year* without letting them kno\v where 
ho was. 


The most famous disappearance case 


In recent years, before that of Dorothy 
Arnold, was that of Adele Boas. On 


April 23, 1909. this .13-year-old girl vai 
Ished. She was tall for her age »ind 
looked almost like a young woman. She 
was a pupil" In a fashionable w-hool In 
,New Yoik city and a niece of Emll U 
Boas, general passenger agent of tbe 
Hamburg-American 
Stcumslilp com- 
pany.

Miss Boos disappeared-.-.while' on a

She was 
found serving n« u waitress "til n cheap 
eutlng-lmufi* In lionton. iuid her* father 
paid jn.OflO reward to u Beverly street 
bookbinder who found her there.'....
